School Board's Approval 
Of Override Tax Expected

School officials, who have been feeling out the land cautiously regarding a ?5 
cents "override |tax, heaved sighs of relief this week as Torrance's important Industries 
Tax Committee endorsed the idea unanimously.

The matter was scheduled for cons ideration by the Board of Education shortly 
after this newspaper went to r 
press. All indications were that 
the board would approve the 
override tax Unanimously.

The next. s.te«p would he ap­ 
proval by the voters. It is prob­ 
able that the election date will 
be set for October 9, at which 
time voters will be asked to de­ 
cide both the override tax M 
well a* the district's going on 
state aid for the construction of 
badly needed elemfntary 
schools.

to $311.12 in 1960-61.

The taxable wealth per 
pupil, on (he other hand, has 
dropped sharply since 1947 
when the school district was 
formed. Af that time the
 ,HNe«Ked valuation per pupil 
was *1«,R38. By IWVA-5A that 
fiRiir* dropped to W4.H7. This 
down trend In expected to con­ 
tinue for tihe next few years,
*ltlmii|rh more gradually.

A major factor in the cost of 
education is teachers' salaries 
which wUl increase automati­

cally as the district grows older. 
Teachers will move toward 

the maximum on the salary 
schedule, which will mean an 
increase in costs.

Since local and federal income 
are decreasing and state income 
is leveling off while costs con­ 
tinue to rise, school officials 
have found it necessary to 
recommend a 75 cents override 
tax and the state aid program 
in order to obtain additional 
funds.

(The override lax is seldom 
levied in full, school officials 
stated.)
